3. THE NOTES VERIPY AS DISCUSSED (REP E) THAT A REORGNIZATION IS 
CONTEMPLATED (PAGE 3, PARA 16, APTERNOON MEETING OP DISCRI- 
MINATION SECTION AND PAGE 2. PARA 23 OP SUMMARY VIEWS). 

MOST STALE PEEL THE CHANGE IS IMMINENT. ON THE OTHER HAND 
ONE OP THE SOVIETS (RESHETOV) EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT 
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RESTRUCTURING WILL BE DELAYED BECAUSE AS THE PLAN NOW STANDS

5. AT SOME EUTURE DATE THE DEPARTMENT MAY WISH TO RAISE 
QUESTIONS ABOUT THE USE OE SPECIAL RAPPORTEURS BY HUMAN 
RIGHTS DIVISION, AN ISSUE RAISED SEVERAL TIMES IN THE NOTES. 

MISSOEE WAS INFORMED THAT LEW STUDIES ARE RESEARCHED AND 
DRAETED BY THE RAPPORTEURS. IN THE CASE OE THE STUDY ON 
ADVERSE CONSEQUENCES.. .RAPPORTEUR KHALIFA (EGYPT) INSISTED 
THAT NO WESTERN HUMAN RIGHTS DIVSION STAFE BE PERMITTED 
TO WORK ON THE PAPER. THE SERVICES OE A JORDANIAN NATIONAL
